decisions, and votes regarding certain matters related to a disclosed conflict of
interest; requiring that certain consultants be subject to certain conflict of
interest provisions; providing for staggered terms for certain members of the
Commission; requiring the Commission to make certain need forecasts each
year; requiring the Commission to submit a certain report to certain committees
of the General Assembly in certain circumstances; and generally relating to the
membership and duties of the Maryland Health Care Commission.

22 based on verifiable data. At least 90 days before the Commission adopts regul ations
23 or decides to make changesto the certificate of need for the State Health Plan, the
24 Commission shall submit to the Senate Finance Committee and the Health and

25 Government Operations Committee a report explaining each forecasted change and
26 the verifiable data that the forecasted change is based on.

27 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
28 October 1, 2004.
